3. Claims 19, 20 and 35-41 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: in claim 19, line 7, a paragraph break 
is needed (note also claim 20, line 17) . In claim 35, lines 3-4, 
"precharging" is misspelled (note also claims 36-41 have the 
same error) . In claim 39, line 19, the word "first" should be 
inserted before "pre-determined" and on line 21 of claim 39, "a" 
(second occurrence) should be changed to — the--. Note the same 
changes are needed in claim 40 at lines 20 and 23, and also in 
claim 41, lines 18 and 20. 

4. Claim 22 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Merritt. 

It is noted that this claim does not include the recitation 
of main pump precharge capacitors, which applicant is now 
arguing as a defining limitation over Merritt. Thus, this claim 
still reads directly on Merritt. The recited "first and second 
main energy storing devices" read on Merritt' s main capacitors 
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1480 and 1500, the recited "first and second pre-boosting 
stages" reads on Merritt' s preboot capacitors 1380 and 1410, and 
the recited "first and second pre-charging stages" reads on 
Merritt' s preboot precharge capacitors 1640 and 1660. 

5. Claims 1-21 and 23-41 are allowed.
